Wasnitneton, January 18.--In the senate, 
Mr. Morrill, from the finance committee, re- 
ported a bill to reimburse depositors of the 
Freedman’s bank.

The Military Committee of the House Re- 
port in Favor of Returning Them. 


WASHINGTON, January 15.—In the house, 
Mr. Cutcheon, of Michigan, from the commit- 
tee on inilitary affairs, reported a bill author- 
izing the president to return General Twigg’s 
swords.

Mr. Crisp stated that the bill now presented 
wasa compromise between the gentlemen of 
the two houses, who were desirous that some 
law should be passed to protect the people 
against the outrages of railroad companies: 
The arguments presented by agents of railroad 
companies against this bill were based upon 
the error that in =>: their relations 
with the public, the railroads stood on the 
same basis as private business corporations, 
It was a fundamental! principle of law thatthe 
public had rights§in respect to transportation 
companies which they did not possessin regard 
to private business enterprises. There could be 
no doubt, therefore, as to the power and right 
of congrees to legislate in the premises. Pass- 
ing ©n to a discussion of the leng and short 
haul section, he declared that the basis upon 
which freight rates should be fixed was the 
value of the line and the cost of transportation. 


He did not belieye that extrancous circum-

Mr. Butterworth contended that the charge 
from New York to New Orleans was based 
upon water competition. It was impossible for 
a railroad to get freight for New Orleans unless 
it charged rates which allowed it to compete 
with water routes. Could the gentleman ex- 
plain how it would benefit Atlanta tocut off 
that long haul altogether? 

Mr. Crisp contended that Atlanta was enti- 
tled to a reasonable rate. What was or was 
not reasonable was a question of fact that must 
be settled, not on a basis of competition but on 
a basis of cost. 

Mr. Butterworth suggested that competition 
was one of the factors in the settlement of the 
question. 

Mr. Crisp regarded the suggestion as errone- 
cus. It was one of the errors made by the 
transportation companies. They lost sight of 
the business. for which they were organized, 
The gentleman from Ohio said that if a rail- 
road from New York to New Orleans did ntBt 
eharge a certain rite it could not get business! 
It should not have any business unless it could 
make reasonable profits, and if the rate of sey- 
enty-six cents per hundred was a reasonable 
profit from New York to New Orleans, what 
kind of asprofit was a dollar from New York to 
Atlanta? If it made no money by the trans- 
portation of freight from New York to New 
Orleans it was double hardship to interme+ 
diate points, for they were taxed to make 
up the loss. So at last it was a question of the 
reagonableness of the rates. He then proceeded 
to argue in supportof the “pooling’’ section, 
characterizing the present system of pooling 
as a device on the pert of independent monop- 
olies to build up and maintain one great cor- 
poration. It wasa*devyice to defeat competi- 
tion and talk about the maintenance of rates 
and traffie unity meant that alone. The bill 
was not all he would like see it, but taken as a 
whole, he commended it to those representa- 
tives ofthe people who believed that there 
was some substantial wrong being done by

THE CONSTITUTION’S CENTENNIAL

its Celebration. 
WASHINGTON, January 18&.—The president 
sent the following message to congress today: 
To the Senate and House of Representatives: As 
a matterof nationalinterest, and one solely within 
the discretion and control of congress, I transmit 
the accompanying memorial of the executive com- 
mittee of the sub-constitutional centennial com- 
mission, proposing to celebrate, on the 17th of Sep- 
tember, 188), in the city of Philadelphia, as the 
day upon which and the place where the conven- 
tion that framed the federal constitution con- 
cluded their labors and submitted the result for 
ratification to the thirteen states then composing 
the United States. The epoch was one of the 
deepest interest and cyvents worthy of commemora- 
tion. Tam aware that as each state acted inde- 
pendently in giving its adhesion to th® new consti- 
tution, the dates . and 
their several ratifications are not CO- 
incident, so action “looking to a National ex- 
pression in relation to the celebration of the close 
of the first century of popular government under 
the written constitution has already been suggest- 
ed, and whilst stating the great interest I share in 
the renewed examination by the American people 
of the historical foundation of their government, 
I do not fee] warranted in discriminating in favor 
of or against the propositions to select one day or 
place in preference to all others; and therefore, 
content myself with conveying to congress these 
expressions of popular feeling and interest upon 
the subject, hoping thatin a spirit of patriotic co- 
operation, rather than of local competition, fittin 
measures may be euacted by congress which wil 
give the amplest opportunity all over these United 
States, for a manifestation of the affection aud the 
confidence of a free and mighty nation in the in 
stitutions of-the government, of which they are 
the fortunate inheritors and under which unexam- 
pled aa has been enjoyed by all classes and 
conditions in our social system.

A Message Regarding 
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NO PENSIONS FOR THE WIDOWS, 


The House Committee to Make an Adverse 
Report on the Bill. 

WasuinoTon, January 18,—-The bills grant- 
ing pensions to Mrs. Logan and Mrs. Blair, 
widow of General Frank Blair, were defeated 
this morning in the honse committee on invalid 
pensions. There were two absentees—Messrs. 
Pidcock and Elsberry—when the committee 
met. The menibers were arrayed in party 
lines, the seven democrats voling against, and 
the five republicans in favor of the bills. An 
adverse majority report on the Logan and 
Blair bills will be made by Messrs. Swope and 
Taulbee, respectively. and favorable minority 
reports by Messrs. Conger and Morrill. we 

It is understood that the basis of opposition 
to the bills. is a reluctance on the part of the 
majority of the committee to the continuance 
of the policy of granting such pensions to wid- 
ows of offieers who did not die from‘injuries in- 
curred in the service. The only precedents 
for passing such bills are found in the cases of 
the widows and families of Admiral -Farragut,. 
(;enerals Hancock, ;Thomas and Grant, and a 
majority of the committee believe that it 
would be bad policy to follow these precedents 
in view of the fact that there are about 100 
surviving widows of officers who would then 
be entitled to pensions, whoare now excluded 
by the general law. °

EVICTIONS IN ERIN. 


OUTRAGES IN LIMERICK 
KERRY.

Exciting Scencs Near Caherooulish- A Tenant Koces 
the Police at Bay With Got Water—Tecarive 
Down and Burning the Houses After 
They are Emptied-Other News.

DUBLIN, Jantary 15.—Exciting scenes wen’. 


witmessed today near Caherconlish, county 
Limerick, the occasion being the eviction eft 
Edmond O’Grady,a tenant on the Gabbett 
estates. Information was conveyed to O'Grady 
that a force of 190 policemen and bailiffs, undor 
command of Captain Plunkett, was coming te 
evict him, and he prepared to give them a. 
warm reception. With the assistance of neigh- 
bors, he cut down trees and shrubbery with 
which he barricaded the house. Thea O'Grady 
ang abouttwenty of his friends proceeded te 
the upper story of the house, cut away the 
staircase behind them and stationed themselves 
at windows to await the coming of the enemy. 
The evicting party soon arrived and stormed 
the house with sledge hammers and bayonets. 
Ladders were placed against the walls. up 
Which policemen and bailiffs swarmed,Sbut the 
defenders threw boiling water upon their as- 
sailants and hurled the ladders to the ground. 
The attacking party advanced repeatedly 
upen the house, and were as often reprised, 
the contest lasting fully three hours. Ulti- 
mately a hole was cut in the upper feor 
through which some of the policemen crawled, 
while others covered the ocoupants of the 
house with rifles, threatening to fire if the 
slightest hostile movement was made. 

Eviction was then effected, and several per- 
sons were arrested. During the excitement 
crowds of people gathered abont the house and 
cheered the defenders. For this display of . 
sympathy, they were repeatedly charged by 
the police and vigorously flab A num 
ber of policemen and citizens were injured in 
the affray. 

Hiundreds of horses are employed on the 
Kingston estate in removing the effects of 
tenants who have been served with writs of 
cjectment. There is great excitement at Mich- 
elstown, and a large force of police has beem 
drafted to preserve order. 

Mr. Plunkett, aecompanied by g magistrate, 
had an interview today with the countess of 
Kingston, and asked her to consider the terms 
submitted by the tenants, 

A sheriff and force of police from Giveedore, 

while on their way to evict tenants at 
Bloody Fareland, county egal, 
today, found the road blocked with 
immense granite boulders, and were obliged te 
procéed on foot. The blowing of horns and 
ringing of bells brought together large crowds 
of peasants who threatened the police with 
violence. The police made a strategic move 
around the base of the mountain, by theses 
shore, but scouts on the mountain top gave an 
alarm, and the peasants, cheering, rushed down 
the mountain side and blocked the passage. 
The constable threatened the crowd with 
his baton. This was the signal for a 
shower of stones from the excited peasants. 
A desperate fight ensued, in which five police 
man were badly injured. A priest who was 
present finally succeeded in calming the peo- 
ple, and they sewres the police to proceed. A 
Vinrtionitsrumes 
uimdisturbed. 
ll to idéntify the cottages from which 
oceupants were to be ejected. In the mean- 
time the peasants carried Gallagher back 
to his home, kindled a fire and rein- 
stated him. The priest then persuaded the 
people to allow the police to retire. While the 
sheriff and his escort were on their way home 
masses of granite rolled down the monntain 
side and the officers narrowly escaped injury. 
\\ hether cr not this was the malicous work of 
peasants is unknown. While the fighting was 
going on two vessels off Bloody Fareland 
stupped to wateh the melee. A large number 
of writs of ejectment have been granted, but 
it is expected that no further attempt will be 
made to enforce them. 

Lonpon, Jannary 18.—A special correspond- 
ent at Glenbeigh, county Kerry, who is inves 
tigating the evictions on the Winn estates, tel- 
egraphs that one hundred and fifty policemen 
and bailiffs started for Coomashorn, a wild and 
almost inaccessible glen, to evict the occupants 
of nine houses, only dwellings in the neighbor- 
hood. The peasantry learned of their approacl: 
and removed the usual means of crossing a 
stream near the glen, and which was swollen by 
the recent storms. This delayed the evictors in 
doing their work, as the police, rather thau 
wet their feet by fording the stream, preferred 
to make along detour. Then the peasantry 
women, whe rejoiced in the trouble they had 
caused the police and bailiffs, carried reporters 
and others who were friendly to the tenants 
across the stream on their backs, The police, 
with much difficulty, finally succeeded in 
climbing the glen. Then with fixed bayonets, 
they proceeded to the houses amid the groans 
of the people, and ordered the houses to be va- 
cated. Several of them have already been 
emptied. The work of eviction is proceeding. 
After the tenants leave, the houses are levelled 
with crowbars. The burning of vacated dwel- 
lings bas been abandoned, owing to govern- 
ment pressure on the landlords.

There was very little comfort about the 
The few articles of furniture, and 
the scant supply of food indicated extreme 
poverty, and it was plain that her privations 
had unhinged her mind, already enfeebled by 
accumulated years and hardships. 

In getting at the evidence the jury learned 
ef some startling facts connected with the sad 
ease. It seems that her husband, Russel! 
Wright, who works at Guernsey’s shops, is get- 
ting pretty fair wages and besides, owns con- 
siderable real estate, renting out quite a num- 
ber of houses west of tho river. 

After gctting at these facts the Jury returned 
a verdict to the effect that Annie Wright was 
ef nnsound mind, but nota fit subject for the 
lunatic asylum. They also embodied in their 
yerdict the facts that they had gieaned of the 
neglect and ill-treatment of the brutal hus- 
band. 

He is quite old, too, and his actions can only 
be explained on the ground that he is such a 
miser that he istoo stingy to part with his 
money to pu!hase the commonest necessities 
ef life, and j.aves his poor old wife to shiver 
and starve in their lonely cabin. 

It is thought that the courts will look after 
Wright’s case, and much indignation is ex- 
pressed at his inhuman conduct by those con- 
versant with the facts in the case.

THE FERTILIZER TRADE. 


What a Macon Man Has to Say About the 
Business. 

Macon, Ga, January 18.—{Special.]—To- 
day your correspondent interviewed a méniber 
of a fertilizer firm in this city and obtained 
some few points of Ynterest regarding the bus- 
iness. When asked how the sales were as com- 
pared with last season, he stated that there 
was but one difference that he could see. 

‘*And that is,’’ he said, ‘that those merchants 
who collected pretty heavily each season and 
seasons before, order about half this season, 
with the privilege of as much more at the 
price as they may need fo supply the retail 
trade. This privilege plan is’ very 
satisfactory, as it keeps the deal- 
ers from overloading themselves, 
und gives usachance to regulate our sales to 
the business done.” 

It seems that the farmers have not settled 
cown exactly to business yet, and nodefinits 
idea can be formed regarding the extent of this 
season's sales. It is, from present indi- 
eations, however, quite apparent. that 
there will be a falling off in the fer- 
tilizer trade this year. It is hardly 
probable that guano sales, on the old plan, 
will ever be as large in central ‘Ceorgia as it 
has been. People are beginning to economize 
in this, as in other lines of farm supplies, and 
the “cotton option’’ business is likely to play 
out after awhile, and the quicker the better 
fer the farmers.

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HE PREACHES TWO SERMONS 
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WITH GOOD EFFECT. 
—————— 
The “Hub” Seemsto Like Him—Not Half the Crowd 

Able to Get Within Hearirg Distance— 
of His Appral to Beston to Help Him 

During His Two Week's Work. 
nein: 

BostTox, January 1%.—Sam Jones spoke to 
two great audiences here Sunday, and no man’s 
words ever stung Boston complacency into 
greater perturbation. There has been much 
curiosity and doubt among those who have 
brought the Georgia evangelist to Boston over 
the success or failure of the two weeks’ crusade 
which he has now hegun. The popular fervor 
which his fiery attacks upon the sjas and vices 
of the day aroused in the south arfd west by no 
means argued for him any welcoMe from bos- 
ton. In no town in thecountry are his meth- 
ods so likely to fail. Even the auspices under 
which Sam Jones has come are unfortunate. 
Denominational jealousy as much as anything 
else limited the invitation, which was finally 
sent by the Methodists instead of by all the 
evangelical ministers. The Congregationalists 
who brought Moody here for the great revival 
ten years ago, are too much disturbed by the 
doctrinal dispute at Andover to enter very 
heartily into an aggressive campaign. The 
Baptist clergy stand aloof ostensibly because 
they cannot indorse some of the eloquent 
Georgian’s methods. Even the Methodists 
hoped Jones would tone down the rough vigor 
of his attacks, in deference to Boston notions o! 
religious propriety. 

In the hope probably that he would be re- 
strained by cultured surroundings, they select- 
ed for his first appearance the Tromont street 
church, the house of the richess and most fash- 

onable Methodist society in town. But noth- 
ingeurbed the tongue of the revivalist. Mis 
words were as relentless and scathing as any 
he ever spoke. He had before him a typical 
Boston audience. Not since the heightfof the 
excitement of the Moody revival, haa sucha 
Sunday merning congregation assembled here, 
The church seats about 1,000 people. Two 
thousand people filled the pews and every foot 
of standing room before the services oponed. 
Two thousand more vainly tried to get within 
sound of the preacher's voice. 

The evangelist was handicapped” by several 
popular impressions prejadicial to him. Most 
of his hearers expected to sce @ man more or 
less uncouth, uneducated and unrefined. They 
expected to be shocked avd amused by rather 
broad jokes, droll incidents and very pointed 
stories at the expense of the popular follies of 
the day. It was plain by the faces and de- 


meanor of the audience that they were first . 


surprised, then puzzled and then completely 
wou by the manner of man who stood before 
them. His appearance, manner and words as 
he first addressed them were as polished and 
retined as these of any one who has spoken in 
the same pulpit. He was graceful, even digni- 
ficd. in his first sentences. eHis text was 
“In Christ Jesus,’ and thread of discourse 
there was none after the first five minutes. He 
said in part: ? 

I suppose there are more candid, thoughtful 
minds today asking these three questions than, 
perhaps, there are engage| upon any three ques- 
tious on earth: Who is Christ? What is Christ? 
Where is Christ? Afterall, I believe the wisest 
answersto them are—to the first one, who is 
Christ?—-the personal living embodiment of wisdom 
and justice and love and merey and trath, and all 
the graces that make the children of God lovely. 
Where is Christ? Brethren, the world looks to the 
chugch to answer that question. 

What is Christ? Ah, brethren, my hopes, your 
hopes for time and eternity depend on that ques 
tion. There is no salvation this side of that point 
where 1 can look up in the face of God and out on 
the face of manand say He dwelleth in my sou! 
richly in-all wisdom, W hat a privilege to have 
such a tuest in my house. Tam ashamed of the 
house J have to’oifer him. 1 am ashamed of every- 
thing I set before him as my guest, but he is my 
cuest, thank God. 

The preacher discussed the tendency of de- 
nominations to coosider too much the unimpor- 
tant sins and doings. Attacking each denomi- 
nation in turn, be exclaimed: 


orl enter, I lap 
portion of his people are fast going where they 
won’t get a drop to cool their parched tongues, — 

‘he evening service was held at the Peop!e’s 
eburch, which is more central, and fully 7,500 
people endeavored to attend. About half that 
number succeeded in getting inside the doors. 
The evavgelist spoke for more than an hour. 
There were 100,000 people in twenty states, he 
said, praying that he might succeed in arousing 
Boston toa sense of her moral and spiritaal 
degipdation. He added: 

1 believe in prayer and in the God that answers 
prayer and I believe He can make this city creat 
In spiritual as it is incommercialthings. You call 
yourselves the Hub. I pray that God may make 
youthe hub from w hich shall radiate spiritual 
light over all America. 

Among theterse sayings which. the great 
audience did not hesitate to applaud were 
these: 

A man who has more religion than sense I have 
found te be a fool, and a man who has more seuse 
than religion a rascal. 

There have been scores of millionaires on both 
continents who have died unrepentant, and who 
Low CaLnot muster enough money among them 
to buy a drop of water to cool their parched 
tongues, 

There are some people who expect a continual 
revival inehurch. Now, they might as well put 
iheirpreacherin anicebox andthen eurse him 
becaure he didn’t sweat astoexpect himto keep 
up arevival without help from the pews. 

You think too much of the heaven that is to 
come. Letus work here and stand on the ten com- 
mandmentsand the sermon on the mount, and 
heaven will come to us here and now, so that Bos 
ton will be but a suburb of glory. 

You sing too much of the sweet by and by. Let 
us bave more singing of the sweet now and now. 

I would rather take my chances with a generous 
sinner than with a stipgy Methodist. 

At the close pf his address Mr. Jones asked 
those who would co-operate with him in his 
wo1k bere to rise, and fully one half the peo- 
ple stood on their feet. Services will be held 
every afternoon and evening.

Twiee he was 
Floyd county's candidate for cougress and came 
very near receiving the nomination on both oeca- 
sions. Heserved us mayor of Rome and filled 
ober public positions. die procured the charter of 
the Keme and Decatur railroad several years ago, 
and has for songe i devoted his best energies to 
wards the building of that road. Thissummer he 
succeeded in organizing the Rome and Decatur 
railread company, of which he was president at 
the time of his death. Work on the road is now in 
full blast, and it will be completed. 

Celonel Thomas Berry died at 19 o’clock yester- 
day morningin Rome. Colonel Berry was one of 
the wealthicst men in north Georgia, his estate 
bo ably amounting to a quarter of a million dol- 

ais. He went to Fioyd couuty from Chattanooga 
and erniered into partnership with the late Colonel 
Alfred gshorter. He. rapidly amassed a fortune 
and retired from business several years ago. He 
,a8 aman of creat business talent. and was at al! 
times fair and honorable in his dealings, Colonel 
Berry was 65 yearsof age. 

Captain John Cooper, one of Savannah's 
oldest citizens, died Monday night from anattack 
of pneumonia, after three days’ illness. He was 
born in Birmipgham, Eng., August6, 1821, but came 
to Savannah in 1827, and resided there sineés He 
was for Many years engaged in tie grocery busi- 
ness, the first irm being Cooper & Gilliland, after- 
wasds Cooper & McArthur. Lately he had been 
engaged in the real esiate business. He was cap- 
tain of the Washington Volunteers the first volun- 
teerregiment of Georgia, Guring the war, and 
served in the campaigns in upper Georgia, Tennes- 
see, South Carolina and North Carolina. He was 
also a member of company A, of the Guairds, a 
zealous Odd Fellow and a good Mas n. He was 
twice married, his second wife surviving him. He 
leaves two sons, John Cooper, in the employ of the 
Central railroad at Macon, and J. Screven Cooper, 
of Savannah. and three married daughters, Mrs, 
Henry Carter, Mrs. R. E. Mims, Mrs. A. 8 Nichols.

The insanity of John Morris, the Norris- 
town, Pa., murderer, was so positively in- 
sisted upon by his<counsel and several of the 
witnesses that the prosecution obligingly de- 
cided to let the bottom facts come out. 

The method adopted was perhaps the most 
satisfactory that could have been devised. 
The prosecution pushed the case with such 
vigor thgt Morris was found guilty, sen- 
tenced and hanged. After the execution the 
doctors split open the dead man’s skull, and 
spent two days making an examination. 
The result has pleased everybody. The phy- 
sicians were unanimous in <eclaring that 
Morris was insane. 

Heretofore the usual practice has been to 
acquit the murderer on the ground of insan- 
ity, but it cannot be said that this course 
has always panned out well. The new 
Pennsylvania style has the advantage of pro- 
tecting society by removing dangerous per- 
sons, while at the same time the question of 
their insanity is forever set at rest. Insane 
murderers have been getting too numerous 
of late. As good a way as any to thin them 
out and prevent them from putting in their 
bloody work is to let it be understood that 
their peculiar defense will be looked into 
after the hangman gets through with them.

When remonstrated with, 
he said to Mr. Jones: ‘‘Yes, damn you, I will kill 
you,’’ at the same time facing him witha rock in 
his hand to carry out his threat. That whilein the 
act of executing that threat, he was fired upon by 
the defendant in self-defense; that he shot Mr. 
Giray in order to save bis own life. This we confi- 
deutly expect to establish by indubitable testi- 
mony, and when we shall have gproved it, 
will ask an acquittal of the prisoner—a verdict ol

MR. TOULIN’S TALE. 
Mr. George H. Toulin wasthe first witness for the 


_defense, and he made the following statement:

P, Gray for fifteen vears, and I considered him a 
tight over-bearing man. He was a very strong 
man, physically. He was considered to be an 
overbearing man, but I can’t say he was a danger- 
ousman.

[ think it was generally understood that anybody 
eould get a row out of him if they would try. 
He was ready to resent an insalt, but I don’t know 
that he was more easily incited to quarrels than 
most other men, but he would be easily incited to
